Like most monopolies, it
I# a detriment to the general interest
and serves alone that of a single con-
cern which controls it, The spirlt of
civic Improvement ls now In process
of rapld Jevelopment There Is reason-
able hope that [ts hold on the popu-
lar mind Is destined to be strong and
lasting, making Portland one of the
most beautiful citles on the continent
g it has ever a natural right to be,
Why retard, why nullity the move-
ment hy allowing the bill board to re-
muln undi=turbed when there is profit
in It nelther to the city government
nor the public?

As n matter of faet there I8 no con-
gideration of profit that should be al-
lowed to Interfere with the progress of
the civie Improvement propaganda. It
is to be considered op an altogether
higher plane than 12 suggested by mere
revenue to the city or profit 16 the in-
dividual. It means eventunlly a larger
beneflt to the entire community than
can be Involved In either of these, In
municipalities where Ita Influence has
been manifest for some time, In a
practical way, the bLill board has been
one of the first polnts of attack. It Is
only a yuestion of time in the devels
opment of any city whers modern ideas
are becoming dominant when this
nuisance has to give way.
